So-called ‘‘calastrophic’” care 
legislation now pending is ‘‘a pig 
in a poke.” The House and Sen- 
ate are working \out ‘the differ- 
ences between a\bad piece of 
legislation and one\that’s worse. 

Both bills miss the target on 
coverage and reject historically- 
sound social insuranc& concepts 
of financing for a ‘‘uger fee’’ 

__approach that exacts a \punitive 
price from elderly health-care 
consumers. \ 

_ Unlike legislation advanced 
without success last heck by 
Rep. Claude Pepper, there.is 
almost no language included ‘ia 
the current ‘‘catastrophic care't 
legislation that will centrol spi- 
raling costs. Given the history of 
Medicare, this should be a cen- 

tral element of any new health 

care legislation. 

For limited improvements in 
health care coverage under 
_Medicare, premiums will ‘os 
for every senior citizen- . 2 
year costs are modest for 60 per- 
cent of seniors, but the proposed 
financing mechanism virtually 
guarantees disastrous premium 
increases for the elderly in 
future years. 2 

And for those with taxable 
incomes — more than $15,000 in 
the House bill — a new senior 
tax dubbed a “‘supplemental pre- 
mium’?-wilt add-hi of-del- 
lars a yar to the individual’s 
Medicare costs from the first 
day of enactment.

Board nixes landfill expansion

BELLEVILLE — The St. 
Clair County Board voted March 
28 to deny a request for a 55- 
acre expansion of Milam Land- 
fill south of Madison. 

The board voted 14 to 10 with 
two members, Kenneth Sharkey 
and Michael Crockett, abstain- 
ing. ‘Three members, Robert 
Glenn, Robert Gensteh and Nor- 
man Rieso, were absent. 

Saying they were a 
stunned by the outcome, officials 
of Waste Management Inc., 
which owns the landfill, left the 
meeting after the board’s vote. 

“Yeah, I'd say we were sur- 
rised,’’ said Glenn O’Brien, 

jdwest region engineer for 
Waste Management. 

Company officials said they 
would take time to examine 
their alternatives before deciding 
whether ,to appeal the board’s 
“decision. 

“We feel like our facts 5] 
for themselves,’’ said ich

“It’s our company policy to be a 
good neighbor and a good busi- 
ness.”” 

The landfill, which presently 
occupies 110 acres, is located 
three miles east of East St. Lou- 
is near the intersection of Inter- 
states 55 and 70 and Illinois 203. 

County Administrator Dan 

Maher said the company would 
have 35 days to appeal the deci- 
sien to the Dlinois Pollution Con- 
trol Board. : 
.. Waste Management officials 
filed their original petition for 
expansion in October. At that 
time, they also paid a filing fee. 
Maher said the; filing fee is 
refundable but that the company 
has to.pay for the cost of a pub- 
lic hearing in January. 

‘The hearing consisted of eight 
hours of public testimony con- 
cerning each of six criteria nec- 
essary for landfill nsion as 
established ‘by the Dlinois Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. 

The board-overruled its_Envi-~ 
ronment Commies which had 
voted to approve the expansion 
at its March 22 meeting. Gentsch 


and Rieso both voted for the 
landfill expansion at the March 
22 meeting. 

The board’s vote, which came 
after a 15-minute debate, was 
somewhat surprising since the 
bdurd that night had approved 
five of the six criteria before the 


final vote. 


One of tbe criteria passed b: 
two’ votes, 14 to 12. That criteri- 
on said the expansion would 
have a minimum effect on sur- 
rounding-property values. 

The board tied, 13 to 13, on the 
criterion that the expansion 
would not be detrimental to the 

ublic health, safety and wel- 
‘are. . 

Before this vote, several board 
members exp! ed concern that 
the expansion would adversely 
affect the public’s well-being. 

Dr. Robert Roylance asked 
about the possible contamination 
of groundwater should rainwater 
cause decaying matter and other 
substances in the landfill to 
leech through the landfill soil 
into the water table. :
